The pony trucks 
left the rails and ran 300 feet on the 
ties.

which was under full speed.

Klne finally left the track entirely and 
pluneed down an embankment, the for- 
ward end dropping and the engine 
turning completely over, where it lies 
on its left aide over half submerged -In 
•water and mud.

Hartta's Vineyard Still 


Storm-Swept. 


Two Ships Tossed on the Rocks 


Near Gay Head—Gallant 


Rescue. 


MARTHA'S VINEYARD, Mass. Dec. 


1, - The storm which has been raging 
since. Sunday claimed two more ships 
as its victims today. 
"Tt was about 9.30 o'clock. In the 
•fiercest of the storm that 
the Gas- 


Head life saving patrol saw the flash 
of a torch in the direct ton of DOJJ Fish 
Bar. 
As quickly as possible Captain 


Hayman mustered his crew, and In a 
few minutes a lifeboat and all the ap- 
paratus necessary, drawn by a yoke 
of oxen, was on its way to the nearest 
point to the bar, which was two and a 
half miles from the station. 


Tt was 11 o'clock bpfore the men 


reached the position they sought. They 
were tor* late. When they came to the 
beach, wreckage from' the vessel was 
coming ashore, giving evidence that 
she had gone to pieces. 
A fragment 


showed the vessel "to-have been the 
Clara Leavitt. 
Later, .clinging to a 


broken plank one.man. was driven in 
and;rescueil from the waves. 
He was 


carried to the station. 


While the life savers were peering In- 


to the storm in an effort to discover 
another .possible survivor, another aig- 
Tial torch' WM'iaMn'fnitti a. vessel which 
wad at that moment almost upon the 
bar. 
The next instant she struck, but 


went on in a position a little less ex- 
•poscd to the fury of the waves, and 
she dW not go to pieces. ' An attempt 
was made to launch the lifeboat, but it 
WAS swept back like a chip. 
It was 


then decided to try shooting a line to 
the wreck, but this could not he done 
until daylight. 
With the first appear- 


ance of dawn the gun carriage was 
drawn up for service. 
Seven men 


could be seen clinging to the rigging 
of the vessel. 
A line was shot toward 


the schooner, but it fell short 
The 


attempt was made twelve times with- 
out success. 


Meanwhile the wind shifted more to 


the northerly and was colder, and the 
snow had turned to hail. 


Spurred on by the sight of the men 


and the increasing severity of the 
storm, another trial of the surf boat 
wan made. The craft was tossed back 
on the beach. 
Seven times the boat 


was launched and the most persistent 
efforts of the crew to breast the waves 
were of no avail. On the eighth trial, 
however, success came and under the 
tremendous strokes of the men, the 
boat was driven from wave to wave 
till she reached the vessel. 
On sea- 


man had perished, but the captain, 
male and four sailors who were barely 
alive, were rescued and taken to the 
station. 
The vessel was the Amelia 


G. Ireland. 
When the messenger who 


brought the story of the wreck, and 
rf-pcue left Gay Head the ship-wrecked 
men were all in a serious 
condition 


from exposure.

PARIS. Dec. 1.- -Anxious as both are

States and Spanish n?aee commission- 
ers did not hold a joint session today.

ish commissioners at yesterday's ses- 
sion offered several urgent propositions 
which called for special deliberation 
upon the part of the Americans. Spain 
asks the United States, to grant for a 
term of ten years to Spanish ships car- 
rying Spanish goods or products to 
Porto Rico and Cuba the same privi- 
lege as American vessels engaged in 
the same trade may have and she 
qualifies this request by a proviso' that 
trade privileges be extended to Cuba 
so long as the United States govern- 
ment dominates over the Island. 


In support of this request the Span- 
ih commissioners assert that Spain 


cannot, without vital harm, immedi- 
ately abandon or cut the business re- 
ations so long maintained between the 
mother country and the West Indian 
.erritories.

Central American Republics 


Fail to Agree. 


WHEAT OPTIONS. 


Nicaragua, Salvador and Honduras 


Resume Their Political In- 


dependence. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The disso- 


lution of the United States of Central 
America, after a national existence of 
less than a month Is announced in a 
diapatch received by one of the high- 
est officials of Central Amerca today. 
It states that the success of the revo- 
lution in Salvador and the overthrow 
of President Gutierrez led to a meeting 
of three commissioners who. formed 
the executive head of the Union until 
a President was elected and a decision 
received to abandon the Union leaving 
each of the three states forming: It- 
Nicaragua, Salvador and Honduras— 
to resume its former status as an Inde- 
pendent sovereign nation. 


When the Union was formed on No- 


vember 1st, last, Messrs. Galligos, 
Mathus and Ujrardte were placed In 
charge until the presidential election 
was held this month. 
It is this ex- 


ecutive commission which 1ms now de- 
termined to abandon the plan of a 
union. 


In addition to the foregoing dispatch 


the state department' has been advised 
through Minister Murray and through 
one of our consular officers that the 
uprising in Salvador has been success- 
ful and that peace was restored after 
much disorder. 


As a result of the collapse of the 


union, Messrs. Zetaya, Bonilll and Re- 
glad o become the executive heads of 
their several countries. 


It Is understood that this condition Is 


preferred by the government 
of the 


United States, which would rather deal 
directly with Nicaragua and the other 
countries. 


Leading Central American 
officials 


said today that on the ruins of this at- 
tempt at a union might be built a 
more substantial union, embracing all 
five of the states of Central America, 
The absence of Costa Rica and Guata- 
mela from this last attempt at union 
operated largely towards Its failure.

HORTICULTURAL COMMISSION 


Meeting of the State Association 


Last Evening. 


The State Association of County Hor- 


ticultural 
Commissioners 
met last 


evening in the parlors of the Grand 
Central hotel. 
G. P. Hall of Lemon 


Grove, San Diego county, was elected 
president for the ensuing year and H. 
P. Stabler, the present secretary, was 
re-elected to that position. 
The com- 


missioners returned thanks to the Far- 
mers' Club and F. G. Berry tor the 
privilege of meeting in their places. 


A resolution was passed requesting 


the quarantine officers of the state and 
the professors at the agricultural de- 
partment of the State University to 
give Instructions to county linrtcultu- 
ral commissioners in the work pertain- 
ing to their particular counties. The 
State Board of Horticulture »Tas re- 
quested to have county commissioners 
appointed in counties where there are 
no such officers. 
The chief fruit grow- 


ing couties which are without commis- 
sioners are Solano and Sonoma coun- 
ties. 


The following resolutions were then 


passed: 


"Whereas. It appearing that the in- 


terests of the fruit growers of Califor- 
nia imperatively demand that the state, 
law in reference to the quarantining ^' 
Infested fruit 
be 
rigidly 
enforced,

"Resolved, That the State Associa- 


tion of County Horticultural Commis- 
sioners, each and severally 
pledge 


themselves to use every effort to en-

shippers he and they are hereby noti- 
fied that all fruit found, in the market 
infested with codlin moth, scale, or 
other pest, will be quarantined and not 
allowed to be marketed in that con- 
dition."

When the State Fruit Growers' con- 


vention was called to order yesterday 
morning for the third day'ft session, 


first matter to come up was the 


consideration of the resolutions intro- 
duced the preceding day In referent 
to the California Exchange and thi 
free public market of San Francisco 
It was proposed to reorganize the ex* 
change, which was formed about five 
years ago for the purpose of giving out 
information about the fruit 
market 


The exchange has since lapsed into 
'Innocuous desuetude" and it is the in- 
tention to revive It and place it 
IF 


charge of the movement for a free pub- 
lic market on the San Francisco water- 
front. 


Chairman Johnston of the committee 


on resolutions, reported against the 
adoption of the resolutions the preced- 
ng day, and as the subject promised 
to give rice to a great deal of discus 
sion it was continued to yesterday 
'orenoon for further consideration. At 
.hat time a motion, was mnde by A. R. 
Sprague of Los Angeles to reject the 
report of the committee arid adopt the 
resolutions. "The opposition to- the 
resolutions was led by ex-Senator 
fohnston- and R. D. Stephens, who 
.bought that the fruit growers' conven- 
,ion should not arrogate to itself the 
right to interfere with the California 
Fruit Exchange. 
It was pointed out 


on the other hand, however, that the 
exchange had its origin with the Fruit 


Yers' Association and hence the 


atter body could properly take action 
n reference to it. 
When the matter 


was put to a vote, the resolutions were 
carried by a good majority. 


Alexander Craw, the state quaran- 
Ine officer, then read the following in-

"The possession of our new territo- 
ies of Hawaii and the Philippine Is- 
ands brings up a question of very se- 
lous moment to the horticultural In- 
erests of the United States, and more 
nore especially to California, and the 
Pacific states, as at our ports are lia- 
ble to be landed plants, trees 
and 


Tuits that are infested with new and 
lestmctive Insect pests or tree dis- 
eases. 
Heretofore we have had no di- 


rect communication with the latter Is- 
antls, and with the exception of a few 
ots of phalanopsis (orchids). I have 
nspected only twi 
tame from there, 
nfr in the plant line whereby we can 
ascertain the species of insects peculiar 


that country. 
I am not aware that 


anything has been published in rela- 
ion to tree or fruit pests of the coun- 
ry. 
"It is different in the case of the Ha- 
vaiian Islands, for we have a very 
;oofl knowledge ot the great list ot de- 
itnirtiv** inserts that 
attack 
their 


plantations and forests, and that are 
ore.ign to our orchards and gardens. 
Some of them are of recent introduc- 
tion into the islands, but 
from 
tho 


ber and variety of plants found fn- 


estcd and destroyed, I am sure our 
tnte would soon be overrun with them 
t a thorough quarantine cannot be 
lalntained. 
This is the 
point to 


•hich I desire to call particular atten- 


Until Congress ratifies the an- 


exation treaty, the islands are con- 
idered a foreign country, so all ships 
rriving from there are inspected by 
ustoms officers, and one or more cuc- 


i officers are on guard day and night 


•hile the ships remain in port. 
The 


urveyor of the nort. Hon. Joseph S. 
pear. Jr., and his first deputy, Chaun- 
ey M. St. John, like their predeces- 
ors, very kindly issued Instructions 
ot to allow any plants or fruits to be 
anded until Inspected by an officer of 
he State Board of Horticulture. The 
ustoms officers, inspectors and dock 
officials are very obliging and gentle- 
manly In the enforcement of this order. 
The value of this assistance to the 
state cannot be estimated. Under such 
an arrangement no plants can be 
smuggled away,

landed. 
The annexation of the Islands 


dispenses with the services of customs 
officers to inspect the ship or the pas- 
sengers' baggage upon arrval. and our 
horticultural regulations do not con- 
fer upon us the right to Interfere with 
personal effects or baggage of passen- 
gers unless it is plants or fruit. 
• "Now, It Is very rarely that plants 
are packed with personal effects, but 
when passengers or members of the 
crew ascertain that valises are not to 
be Inspected, the inducement wilt be 
greater to try to get their plants 
ashore. 
Most people—not fruit grow- 


ers—consider it rather high-handed of- 
flclousness for us to uven Inspect their 
plants, and when the latter are found 
infested with insects and confiscated, 
they consider that they are out and in- 
jured, but never take Into considera- 
tion the fact that thoie harmless look- 
Ing specks, or hues. If allowed to land, 
would probably cause a loss of thou- 
sands of dollars to other citizens who 
have invested their all In planting and 
caring1 for an orchard. 


"The only safeguard that I can sug- 


gest to prevent to a great extent any 
attempt at landing without Inspection 
would be the enactment of a state law 
making'tt punishable by fine to bring 
Into California any plants or trees 
without Immediately 
notifying the

of Great Britain, but India and Aus- 
tralia have never been a part of. Great 
Britain in the same sense; the consti- 
tution and laws of England do nut ap- 
ply to them and they have their own 
tariff systems. 


An a sovereign power in the family of 


nations the United States has precisely 
the same power as any other nation to 
own and govern colonies, unless spe- 
cifically prohibited by Its own consti- 
tution: 
As regards internal 
affairs, 


ours Is a government of delegated.pow- 
ers; the national government has only 
the powers granted by the constitu- 
tion; but ae regards the outside world, 
"the nation has every attribute of sov- 
ereignty recognized by international 
law which is not specifically prohibited 
by the constitution. 


Precedents are not lacking for legiti- 


mate action by the United States gov- 
ernment outside the scope of the con- 
stitution. 
For instance, there is no 


such officer known to the constitution 
of the United States as 
a. territorial 


delegate. 
The office of "Delegate to 


Congress" from the Northwest terri- 
tory was established by the Ordinance 
of 1787, two years before- the adoption 
of the constitution, and when the first 
delegate appeared it was a question 
in which house of Congress he should 
sit. 
He was finally admitted to. the 


House of Representatives and that 
precedent has been followed since. 
Here, then, is at least one case In 
which we have, an officer and 
laws 


based on powers of our government 
which are not derived from the con- 
stitution. 


It may not be generally known that 


the United States is at this moment ex- 
ercising sovereignty over a. number of 
guano islands which are treated as in 
no respect a part of the United Stales. 
For purpose of criminal administration 
they are treated as a part of the high 


. seas. 
The owners of the guano- de- 


posits on them have not the ordinary 
right of American citizens to sell their 
goods where they please, but are 
limited to selling -to other American 
citizens at a price fixed by law. 
Their 


product pays no duty, but only be 
cause it Is on the free-list, not because 
it is treated as a part of domestic com- 
merce. If game birds or fish were Im- 


• ported from the islands they would pay 
duty. 


When Florida was admitted to the 


United States, after possession was ful- 
ly taken and the sovereignty of the 
United States was complete, the ports 
of Florida were still treated as foreign 
until Congress should declare them do- 
mestic. This was of course soon done, 
but W it should be delayed indefinitely 
In the Philippines the precedent would 
still apply. 


There ia no question at all that the 


undoubted power of Congress to gov- 
ern acquired territory ftB.lt pleases in- 
cludes the right to treat it M a de- 
pendent colony and not an integral 
part of the United States. It is simply 
a qu«rtion of policy.

means of which almost everything not 
wanted by the big German land-owners 
ran be excluded on one pretext or an- 
other. 
It is true, the sending- of an 


American expert as scientific attache 
to the American embassy in Berlin 
has helped to - neutralize all this sys- 
tematic, "netze" against American pro- 
ducts, but one expert against scores of 
powerful and influential societies and 
hundreds of hostile newspapers cannot 
accomplish much. 


The situation, it may be seen from 
tis, is a serious one and it will be 


still better realized when it is stated 
that the anti-American movement is 
not confined tb Prussia, but 
is also 


making headway in Bavaria and sev- 
eral other of the smaller German states, 
which have oC late become more and 
more friendly to Agrarian aspirations 
and unfavorable to American agricult- 
ural imports. It will require the wisest 
diplomacy to avert a. tariff war which 
would work great injury to 
dustries of both countries. 


In the December Cosmopolitan. Ju- 


tiau Ralph, and Editor Walker; have 
two very interesting articles on the 
English and American ideas of a gen- 
tleman.

this Intelligent body of men might 
reach. 


Until some one comes forward with 


a definite ajid practical proposal to do 
something with the Philippines besides 
keeping them we must be permitted to 
regard it as a matter of entire indif- 
ference whether the arguments against 
the only possible action are strong or 
weak. The Implied suggestion that the 
situation existing at the beginning of 
the war should be restored is an im- 
possible one. 
That situation is de- 


stroyed and not all the powers of the 
world combined could restore it as it 
was. 
A new situation must be Cre- 


ated, and of possible 
neW situations 


there are only these: self-government, 
government by; some civilized nation, 
or government by some combination of 
nations. 
That none of these solutions 


Is proposed by the anti-expansionists 
as an alternative to American occupa- 
tion, is simply a tacit confession that 
the objections to all the others are even 
stronger than those they give to this 
me.

oranges until they are thoroughly ripe. 
There is no fruit better than a well- 
ripened California orange, and a mar- 
ket once supplied with such oranges 
will expand to the limit of the ability 
of consumers to buy, but there Is noth- 
ing more aggravating than a *our 
"sweat ripened" orange, and there is 
no price that could be paid for a ship- 
ment of such oranges that will repay 
the loss which they cause by demor- 
alising the market. 
The same Is true 


of other fr«»h and dried fruits. Rain- 
damaged raisins maketoogood porkand 
horse flesh to be sent east to spoil the 
market for good raisins. 
It can not 


be too often repeated that the whole 
future of California depends on rigidly 
guarding the quality of its products 
sent out. 


A grower in Kings county last year 


raised a crop of 89,100 pounds of rai- 
sins of fine quality, on which he re- 
ceived an advance from the packer of 
J1763.50. 
Recently he received a final 


statement of sales with a request to 
remit. $257.93 deficiency, leaving htm a 
net return of only $35.60 a ton for a 
rop of raisins four-fifths of which was 
of three and four crown grade. Many 
nimilar examples could be produced 
from Fresno and other counties. 
It Is 


well to be reminded of these things 
sometime* in ortw not to forget the 
contrast between conditions when there 
WM no Bartin Growers' Association 
and present condition*.

the portion of Its population to which 
it denies a voice in selecting national 
representative's.

within cannon shot of the shore.

They will not 
live and raise their families where 
there fire not good schools, or where 
Incompetence and mismanagement, or 
worse, so divert an otherwise adequate 
fund to Illegitimate ends that there is 
not enough left for the legitimate ex- 
penses of the schools. 


There Is no way to have good school-- 


without divorcing 
them 
absolutely 


from polities. Even the common prac- 
tice of regarding janltorshlps'as legiti- 
mate political patronage Is reprehen- 
sible; not that a political Janitor in a 
echool house will shovel coal and sweep 
floors any worse than a political jani- 
tor in a court house, or. Indeed any 
worse than a non-political janitor, but 
that any Introduction of spoils politics 
Into the school system serves as an 
entering wedge which will sooner or 
later disrupt the whole. 


THE CANAL ASSURED. 


It is understood to be the policy of 


the administration to push the Morgan 
Nicaragua canal bill at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress, giving It precedence 
to al! other business. 
In this case 


the bill will doubtless be promptly 
passed, which will insure the complet- 
ion of the canal within six years and 
its eventual ownership by the United 
States. 


The hill provides for the construc- 


tion of the canal by thft government, 
at a cost not to er.ceed $115,000,000. and 
devoteB the money received in settle- 
ment of the claims against the Union 
and Central Pacific railroads to this 
purpose.

it or not, we have become an interna- 
tional power, to be consulted In the af- 
fairs of the Orient and to expect that 
other powers will demand the right to 
consult with us as to our action In 
those affairs.

end. and with it. In the opinion of many, 
the bulwark of that isolation, the Mon- 
roe doctrine.

liance of Europe was plotting to im-

Fro* counter ag»m*Ua i» Europe. 


Since then the doctrla* ha* d*r«lo**a 
nto a Milled policy of Don-i»terf*r- 
uce In European affairs except where 
our Interests are concerned and of a 
refusal 10 ix-rmlt European Interfer- 
nee in American affairs, except wbeje 
he imprests of some European power 
re aiwily involved. 
There i? i» reason at all why this 


policy should not continue. 
It may 


be enunciated anew and re- 


chrlstened the McKlnley doctrine, but 


t can l>f insisted on and respected just 


IB it h3s always been. 
Our foreign 


conct-nts are In Asia, not in Europe 


;na we need not be an Internationa 
powfr except so far as Asiatic powers 
are concerned. 
The fact that some 


of thf.ce powers are also European pow- 
ers complicates the situation for them 
but It need not for us. 
In fact, the 


continuance of ihe Monroe doctrine is a 
i-ery important protection to us from 
siuh complications. 
No 
European 


power can make a move In Alsa with- 
out considering Its effect In Europe, and 
many needed moves are not made for 
that reason alone. 
We can make thtm, 


boldly and freely. 


When we refused Europe the right 


to cross the Atlantic with interference 
it was our reciprocal duty not to crow 
it ourselves, but when we cross the Pa- 
cific to Asia there fs no corresponding 
requirements to permit Asiatic influ- 
ence to cross to us.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 


mportant Recommendations Em* 


bodied in the Annual Message. 
This is the twenty-third State Fruit 


Growers' convention and the nineteenth 
Held under the auspices of the State 
Board of Horticulture. We meet after 
laving passed through a period of 
great discouragement owing to Insuf- 
ficient rainfall and the almost total 
allure of our cereal crop. 
Our frutt 


jrop In the southern part of Callfornil 
s not over half what It should be and 
with the olive almost an entire failure. 


Our rainfall during the entire rainy 


season that perfects the crop did not 
measure over 4% inches, while our 
average for the past decade amounted 
o 17 Inches . All orchards and grain 
fields that had water for irrigation did 
not suffer This year of drought, how- 
ever, should not discourage us. It hs 
lappened only once In twenty years, 
and while our loss has been great, the 
circumstance has rather increased the 
•alue of our holdings because -we have 
the certainty that we can pass a year 
if drought and not lose our fruit trBSB- 
*ew settlers will have more confidence 
when they know that their fruit tree 
plantings will not be endangered by 
drought, and, taking the average, the 


will he much less than what hap- 


pened in most other states.

Whon the president had concluded 


system practiced in European coun- 
ties. 
It has been demonstrated by hun- 


dreds of years of experience that land 


ider a complete Irrigation system Is 


worth ten times as much as land of the 
same character adjoining, which has 


water. 
Take, for example, the dis- 


trict of Valencia, Spain, which has one 
if the best governed water systems In 
the world, established by the Moors a 
thousand years ago and under the same 
regulations as by them established. 
The government of Spain has never 
been able to change these regulations 
or bring them under the civil laws. 
In 


this district the land is worth about 
$700 per acn>, while the adjoining land, 
without water. Is worth only from $50 
to $70 an acre. In some parts of Ix>m- 
bardy we have about the same com- 
parative value. 
England has been making great 


strides In India, It has one canal fur- 
nishing water in- various districts that 
Is 1500 miles long and deep and wide 
enough to float.large steamers which 
ply upon it and transport the produce 
that Is raised by reason of the certainty 
of water brought by the canal. 
It Is 


time that we should do something of 
greater efficiency and in every locality 
begin this work. 
It is to be hoped 


that during the next decade a marked 
change will take place fa this regard. 


UNSOUND AND WORTHLESS 


FRUITS. 


On the program of topics to be dis- 


cussed at this convention is-the one 
how to prevent the marketing of: un- 
sound and worthless fruits. 
I be* to 


call your attention to my remarks on 
page 329, report of 1893-90 on this sub- 
ject. 
The necessity of fruit inspection 


laws is apparent to every fruit grow- 
er. 
Our nest legislature will meet In 


Fanuary. 
It Is important that an or- 


ganlxed movement should be made to 
secure inspection laws. 


PURE FOOD. 


In my address before our last conven 


:ion I plainly pointed out the injury 
done to fruit growers by adulteration 
.nd substitution- the danger to health 
and the moral aspect, which Is far more 
alarming. 
I regret to report that 


scarcely any progress has been made. 
It is true, the Board of Health of San 
Francisco are advancing in the arrest- 
nff and convicting of dealers who dis- 
pose of impure food products, but In 
other parts of the state the effect pro- 
duced by tho agitation of two years 
lias subsided and spurious articles are 
sold In violation of the law without any 
effort 
of 
concealment. Resolutions 


ihould be passed asking congress t« 
lass the Broslus Interstate pure fotx 
law now pe"dinff- 
Also every effort 


ihould be made to amend our state law 
hy HIP creation of a commission whos 
duty It should be to arrest and prose 
cute every violator of the law, Whll 
It would require a considerable sum t 
organize this movement, in the en^ 
there would be no expense to 
th 


state, as the fines would more. tha. 
meet the outlay. 
(The president her 


authority that the estimate of the an- 
nual loss In the United States by Insect 
pests alone was three hundred millions. 
In an interview with Albert Koebele. 
as published in the San FraneUco Call 
of November <th. Mr. Koebele stated: 
"Five yean ago there were so many 
pests that not much grew on the Islanda 
except sugar cane. I have not left an 
enemy of vegetation in Hawaii now." 


California has not forgotten what 


Professor Koebele did In procuring 
parasites to destroy enemies of our 
fruits before his engagement with Ha- 
waii, and In reading the above report 
must feel sorely the want of wisdom In 
not continuing him in our service. Ev- 
ery effort that was possible was made 
by the state board to continue this in- 
vestigatlon and to continue Professor 
Koebele In the search. 
Our applica- 


tion ws« defeated by reason of a peti- 
tion from Los Angeles and counties ad* 
joining. 
I have now to report that 


the Board of Supervisors of Los An- 
geles county have sent an expert to 
Hawaii to collect and propagate the 
lady 
bird 
that 
destroys 
the 


purple 
scale. 
We 
hall 
with 


delight this change In their methods, 
the wisdom they have gained and trust 
their efforts will be crowned with suc- 
cess. But It Is not right that any one: 
section of country alone should bear 
the expense. It is to the advantage of 
the whole state and the expense should 
be borne by the state. Let us at the 
next legislature adopt such measures 
that we can employ Professor Koebele 
to search for parasites to destroy all 
the pests we have in our fruit orchards 
that he can say: 
"I have not left one 


enemy of vegetation in California." 
There is no other successful course aw- 
imrent for us to pursue and if w« do 
not adopt it we simply prove our Ignor- 
,nce in the methods to overcome the 
greatest enemy that confronts us. 
' 


PARIS EXPOSITION. 


The World's Fair to be held In Paris 


In l&OO should have our attention at 
this convention. An 
appropriation 


should be asked for at the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature. 
It will be our 


greatest opportunity to advertise our 
products in all foreign markets. 
We 


should have.a good exhibit and a com- 
petent representative to give informa- 
tion on every point of inquiry. 
The 


results from" the Hamburg 
exhibit 


would Indicate great possibilities. The 
most intelligent people from alt parts 
of the world will visit Paris on this oc- 
casion and we should profit by the cir- 
cumstance. 
I hope the matter will re- 


ceive the attention that it deserves. 


I>ISTRIBUTION OF FRUIT. 


The distribution of our fruit Is th* 


all absorbing question. 
It baffles the 


combined wisdom nt the iruit growers. 
Upon this rests our success or fail- 
ure. 
We cannot escape n.s Inevitable 


if we pursue the methods %: the past 
Therefore let us calmly and deter- 
minedly discuss the sub'ect in an-un- 
ielfish manner that more light will be 
given us and that we : ay arrive at 
some plan that will save the industry- 
We have exhibited an unequalled in- 
telligence in every branch of the busi- 
ness to the end of producing the finest 
fruits. 
We have not advanced in a 


corresponding degree in our methods 
of distribution. We have not produced 
too much fruit, but have depressed the 
market by unburinessllke methods. 


CALIFORNIA'S NEEDS. 


The conclusion drawn from the most 


intelligent opinions would encourage 
the belief that California has a great 
future for her products. 
Her needs, 


however, are many and will requlr- the 
combined efforts and wisdom ot those 
engaged in this pursuit to 
the obstacles that now prevent pros- 
perous results. 


First—A rigid inspection law to pre- 


vent the shipment of damaged and in- 
ferior products that depress the mar- 
kets and degrade the prices of 
fruit

Second—And amendment to the pure 


food law. creating a commission with 
sufficient appropriation and making It

First position there does not arise any 
profit to the shipper, but In all cases 
uch Inferior and

With respect to the second proposi- 
ton. substitution of inferior or cheaper 
articles that have rio merit or value 
would be removed from

that this work will tax our abilities in 
he direction of exhibit collections to 
the utmost la so strongly felt, that it 
•ieems wise, to suggest the postpone- 
ment of any action In regard to the 
permanent commercial exhibit to as 
early a date as It shall be possible to 
undertake the gathering of an exhibit 
for that purpose that shall beadequate. 
creditable and representative as to the 
s(ate and worthy of the magnificent 
project at Philadelphia.

public market proposed to be estab- 
lished on the San Francisco water 
front. 
Edward F. Adams, chairman 


of the permanent free market commit- 
tee, addressed the convention on the 
topic. 
He illustrated his rearlw by a 


map of the water front In San Francis- 


Mr. Adams traced the history ol 


the movement tn a few words. It had 
its origin in the autumn of 1895. 
widow, Mrs. Marian G. Norton, living 
at Wrights, received from a commis- 
sion house In San Francisco an account 
sales of a few boxes of grapes which 
were accounted for as sold for 25 cents 
a hox. On or about the same day she 
received a letter from a friend, who 
happened to say that he had purchased 
some of the grapes and paid 40 cents 
O box for them. ' Upon- inquiry the 
commission man stated that the pro- 
duce was sold at XO cents a box and ac- 
counted for the 25 cents, "the wholesale 
price of the day"—the difference of t!n 
wholesale and retail price being the 
percjutslte of the commission men. 


The speaker told of the progress thai 


had been made in the movement aru 
the legislation on the subject. 
An 


act to authorize the state Harbor Com 
mlsslon«r* to establish the market wa 
passed and approved on March 29, 1891 


The only hitch in the matter now was 


railroad facilities from the Southern 
Pacific freight depot, now about a mil 
and three-quarters from the propose.!

Ing the rise of the water table brought 
about by the head of water in the 
canals. 
On the 16th of May the water 


table was within two feet of the sur- 
face. 
That la just at the time when 


the fruit Is ripening and the presence 
of the water so near the roots Is very 
injurious. 
Before there was any Irri- 


gation in this county the water table 
wan between 60 and "0 feet below the 
surface; 


Professor Fowler followed Mr. Gor- 


don, giving an Interesting talk on Irri- 
gation and drainage. 
He declared 


that drainage was the handmaid of 
Irrigation and would have to be resort- 
ed to. and at no distant date. 
He fa- 


vored surface drainage. 
It would not 


cost as much as the construction of the 
canals, anil hence was not an impossi- 
bility. 


The cementing of the ditches, was 


suggested 
but did not meet with ap- 


proval. 
The fact .that last year was a 


dry season caused the water to recede 
very little. 


Frank Feuunens of Gertrude spoke on 


the storage ot water in the Sierras. He 
did not advocate the construction of 
reservoirs or catchment baiBlns. but 
argued chiefly against allowing aheap 


i the reservation*, which denuded the 


forests of vegetation, white the sheep- 
men often deliberately set fire to the 
trees to make more pasture area for 
the following year. The trees and the 
grass have a tendency to keep the 
vater from running off the hills. 
Alex Gordon discussed the paper. 


•lalming that the. sheep men did more 
good than harm In the reservations. 
just before adjournment the chair an-

of 


stock seeing the results of the previous 
years business, so that he may tell 
whether he can enlarge on those lines 
or must change his manner of doing 
business. 


Now I would call on all raisin pro- 


ducers, before entering upon any new 
deal or continuing on the lines of the 
past year, to demand of the association 
an accounting of the business already 
done under their mangcment. If they 
have not gotten trial balances pre- 
pared; or claim lack of time, etc., let 
the directors.postpone their meeting 
until they can present an accurate re- 
port of the past year's business. There 
Is no particular hurry. 
I would ask 


all growers to attend the meeting. Es-

ficer Tells. 


The Admiral Was Literally 


Starved Out. 


Santiago Was in Such a Condition 


That the American Victory 


Was Inevitable. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 29.™The 1 


rfau tit naval inK-HlKC-nct today issued 
another of its war scries, this tim 
"The EatUc-s and capitulation of Santi- 
ago de Cuba by Lieutenant Jose Miller 
y Tejeiro. the second in command of 
t!ie naval forces of 
the province of 


Santiago de Cuba." 


Captain Clover, chief of the intelli- 


gence bureau explains in an intro- 
ductory note that the writer was an 
O-e witness of most of the events that 


h-> describes and from his position had 
.ii-.-t^s to official Information. The style 
1* peculiarly Interesting, free from bias 
and has an sir of authenticity which 
•nil! give the book a plare. in history, 
ihoiiph it Is not an official publication. 
The author DeRan, according to his 
own statement, to keep an exact diary 
of events at Santiago from the moment 
of the appearance there of Cervera'* 
fleet, realizing, as he says, that the 
vessels were to have a most powerful 
Influence on the war. 
The publication 


begins with a chapter entitled "The 
Two Fleets," telling of the arrival of 
Cervera's squadron on the 19th of May 


' and of the disappointment of the peo- 
ple, -who expected no less than eight 
battleships Instead of five. 


The picture he draws of the condi- 


tions In the besieged city Is quite ter- 
rible, owiner to the shortage of food and 
supplies. 


He speaks of the difficulties of coal- 


ing and shows that the fleet was very 
badly supplied. 
Concerning the opin- 


ions as to why the fleet did not go out, 
he refers to the great Joy caused by 
Its arrival and then says that the ships 
in the harbor were compelling Uie 
en*my to sustain with superior force 
the blockade with all its difficulties and 
dangers. It was not believed that th* 
"Americans would expose themselves to 
serious disaster or would, force any one 
of the ports which were, being block- 
aded. The Spanish ships difl not have 
to give battle in order to obtain re- 
sults, and he says that if provision* 
had not been wanting in Santiago and 
the Spanish fleet had remained there, 
no one could, tell to what extremes im- 
patience and despair might not have 
carried Admiral Sampson. 
The move- 


ments of the American fleet were a 
puzzle to the Spaniards, as the latter 
did not knew why they remained on 
watch all day and disappeared at 
night 
But It was supposed that the 


Americans "were afraid of the destroy- 
ers. 


He speaks of the destructive work of 


the Vesuvius whenever the bombs fell 
upon any point where therewere works 
or guns. 


Speaking of the battles of El Caney 


and San Juan he says the American.*, 
it mtist be acknowledged, fought with 
truly admirable courage and spirit. 
While the battles were going on at El 
Caney and San Juan the enemy had 
sent forces against the whole Spanish 
line, for tbe purpose, no doubt, of ha- 
rassing and making the attack more 
general. 
The casualties of the Span- 


ish side are slated to be sixty officers 
and 533 men. 
He claimed that only 


520 defended El Caney for 10 hours 
and that 250 defended San Juan for 
four hours. 
He speaks of the lively 


bombardment by sea and land on the 
second of July, and the sortie of the 
Spanish fleet OTI July 3rd. 
For some 


time the Spaniards 
did 
not know 


whether the ships had succeeded in 
making their escape, but having been 
informed they had. there was great re- 
joicing. It was at six o'clock that the 
pilot came in and informed them tbat 
the Teresa, Oquendo and the destroy- 
ers had been lost.

The Admiral Contends Shatter's 


Triumph Was 
Impossible 


Without the Fleet. 


\YASH1NHTOX. Nov. 30.—The navy 


department toJay made public a report 
from Admiral Sampson, covering: the 
operations of the United States block- 
ading fleet off Santiago after ithe de- 
struction of Gen-era's squadron, 
Th* 


report begins with a dispatch dated the 
flagship New York, July 25th, and 
winds up with one from the tame flag- 
ship dated Guantanamo, August 4th. 


In the first report Admiral Sampson 


tells of the demonstration made against 
Aguadores by the Michigan troops un- 
der Duflleld. the point of which 
that as soon as tl>e ship took part In 
the firing the Spaniards disappeared 
He says that the bombardment of San- 
tiago on the 2d of July served no par 
ticular end. 


He Quotes d'.epaches from 
hlmseli 


to Shafter, stating that it was impos 
slble to force nn entrance to the bar 
bor until tbe mines had leen remove* 
a d that that work could be accom 
pushed only after the troops had taken 
the forts. 
Shafter replied that he 


could not tell when he could take the 
batteries. 
If they were as difficult as 


those aealnst which he was pitted i 
would take some time and a great loss 
of life. 


'Said he, "I am at a loss to see why 


the navy cannot work under a de- 
structive fire as well as the army. My 
loss" yesterday was over 500 men. 
ail means keep up fire on heights unti 
demolished I expect, however, 
with 


time and sufficient men, to capture thi 
forts along the bay." 


An hour later on the same day, July 


2nd, Shafter again appealed to Samp- 
son to immediately force entrance to 
the harbor, so as to avoid future loss 
among his men, already very heavy 
He says: "You can operate with less 
loss than I can." 


In reply on the same day Admlra 


Sampson pointed out that the channe 
of the harbor was well strewn with 
mines, which would certainly result in 
the sinking of one or more of his ship! 
if he attempted to enter the harbor 
and that by sinking them the harbor 
would be blocked. 


He had hoped that Shafter woult 


take the batteries from the rear, so 
that he might drag for the torpedoes 
but It was Shafter's earnest desire 
that he should force an entrance. He 
would prepare to undertake it, think- 
ing, however, that the position of both 
army and navy would be made more 
difficult if they failed in the attempt 
He promised to use mines at Guantan 
amo tot countermine those at Santiago 
which would 
consume 
considerable 


time. 
Sampson says: "It is not so 


much the loss of men, as the loss 01 
ships which have until now deterred 
me from making a direct attack upon 
the ships within the port." 


Admiral Sampson says that aftr 


thedestruction of Admiral Cervera's 
fleet, Shafter 
renewed the reques 


that he should force tbe entrance to 
theherbor and it was arranged between 
them that the outside forts should be 
taken by marines and Cubans after 
the fleet had shelled them. 
Then tbe 


harbor was to be forced by the fleet 
Admiral Sampson says he does nol 
know why this plan was abandoned 
and still believes that time and many 
lives might have been saved had it 
been carried out. 


"Thus," says Sampson, "T have heeti 


surprised to see published in the papers 
any statement of refusal on my parl 
to endeavor to force my way Into the 
harbor and cannot understand in case 
the newpaper report be a 
trutlifui 


statement of what was sent by him— 
General Shafter's sending any report 
of this kind. 


"I here, moreover, would animadvert 


upon the 
apparently 
extraordlr 


openness with which every detail' o) 
hope, effort, or suggestion on the part 
of the army has been published. The 
unwisdom of such 
procedure is toe 


manifest for discussion." 


Continuing, Admiral Sampson says 


"The navy has been placed In such an 
Invidious and false position before the 
country through the very unwise publi- 
cation of General's Shafter's telegram 
that I think tbis matter should In some 
way be made clear to the public," Ad- 
miral Sampson gives a number of dis- 
patches saying he was asked to par- 
ticipate In the terms of surrender anf 
tried to find out when he would seel 
a representative, but owing to one or 
two delays no time was fixed. Samp- 
son comments as follws: 


"The foregoing shows clearly 


most absolute Joint action, and I took 
it for granted tbat we should be joint 
signatories of any capitulation, as Is 
customary in all sen-ices In such cir- 
cumstances. 


"Captain Chad wick 
arrived 
at the 


front at tbe earliest hour possible for 
him to do so and Informed General 
Shafter of my expectancy in the mat- 
ter, but General Shafter peremptorily 
refused. " The convention had already 
been signed, and he stated as one rea- 
son that as nothing bad been said of 
the army in my report of the fleets 
action of July 3rd there would have 
heen as much reason for mentioning 
the navy report of tbe land action of 
July 1st when the assault was made 
by our army on the Spanish lines. 


"No mention was made of the ship- 


ping on the capitulations and Captain 
Chadwick informed General 
Shafter 


that all Spanish ships would be re- 
garded by us as property to be turned 
over to the navy. 
He said he would 


refer such matters to the secretary of 
war, but that, of course, had no bear- 
Ing upon what I considered my duty 
In the matter, particularly in the view 
of our late experience of Spanish per- 
fidy in regard to the Injury of ships. 
I thus, after the hauling down of the 
Spanish flag, sent priie crews on board 
the gunboat Aivarado and to the five 
merchant steamers In the harbor. An 
officer of the army was found on board 
the Alvarado, who stated he had been 
sent to take charge of her, whereupon 
T iiddressed the following letter to Gen- 
eral Shafter:
